A TRAVEL scheme aimed at help¬ 
ing people back to work was 
launched on Friday.

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Mayoral candidates 
call for air inquiry 


By Peter Henn 


MAYORAL candidates are 
supporting calls for a public 
inquiry into air quality and air 
pollution in London. 

More than 4,000 people die 
every year because of pollu¬ 
tion in the capital, according to 
official figures. 

However, successive govern¬ 
ments have been accused of 
ignoring the issue. 

The government has also 
made use of a loophole in the 
law, which allows it to exceed 
European-set limits without 
being fined. 

The call for an inquiry was 
made by the ‘Cabbies Against 
Boris’ action group, which has 
said the Mayor’s strategy for 
air pollution was not effective. 

Green candidate Jenny Jones 
supported the call for the 
enquiry, saying it was time for 
something to be done. She 
said: “Air pollution is the sec¬ 
ond biggest killer in the capi¬ 
tal, and it’s rapidly becoming 
the number one health issue 
for Londoners. 

“We simply cannot go on as 
we are.” 

The Liberal Democrats’ 
Brian Paddick has supported 
an inquiry, but has demanded 
more is done sooner to clean 
up the air. 

He said: “We can’t really 
afford to wait for the outcome 
of a lengthy inquiry. 

“It is a scandal that 4,000 


people a year in London die 
from the effects of poor air 
quality and we will keep on 
campaigning to ensure that this 
topic remain on the top of all 
politicians’ agendas so that 
real action is taken now, not 
just the ineffective and tempo¬ 
rary measures that Transport 
for London (TfL) are trialling 
at the moment.” 

Labour’s Ken Livingstone 
said it was ‘absolutely right’ 
that an inquiry was called. 

The former Mayor said: “The 
thousands of children growing 
up with asthma need a Mayor 
who takes air pollution seri¬ 
ously.” 

Mr Livingstone has previ¬ 
ously admitted that he could 
have done more to cut emis¬ 
sions during his eight years as 
mayor. 

The Clean Air in London 
campaign group welcomed the 
calls for the inquiry. Director 
Simon Birkett said: “Clean Air 
in London enthusiastically 
supports the call for an inquiry 
to build public understanding 
of the dangers of air pollution 
with advice for people on pro¬ 
tecting themselves and reduc¬ 
ing pollution. 

“However, it is vital there is 
no let up in the pressure on 
Boris Johnson and the 
Government to act immediate¬ 
ly to reduce pollution levels 
that are the highest of any cap¬ 
ital city in Europe.” 

Independent Candidate 


Siobhan Benita confirmed she 
also supported an inquiry. 

Seven sites in London have 
been found to exceed yearly 
limit rates for deadly Nitrogen 
Oxide (NOx) particles, with 
three of them exceeding hourly 
limits. 

The Mayor’s office has 
blamed wind blowing pollu¬ 
tion from the Continent - a 
claim which the EU has rub¬ 
bished. 

A spokesman for Transport 
for London said the organisa¬ 
tion was ‘committed’ to 
improving the capitals air qual¬ 
ity. 

A spokesman said: A number 
of city-wide and longer term 
initiatives have already been 
introduced in the capital this 
year to drive down pollution, 
such as introducing low emis¬ 
sion vehicles, using cleaner 
buses, banning the most pol¬ 
luting taxis and tightening the 
Low Emission Zone standards. 

“TfL has also introduced a 
number of targeted measures 
at key locations across the cap¬ 
ital to reduce PM 10 and 
included a green wall at 
Edgware Road Tube station, 
the application of dust sup¬ 
pressants, a no engine idling 
campaign and taxi mar¬ 
shalling.” 

Boris Johnson has said he 
will not support an inquiry if 
re-elected. A spokesman for 
his campaign said: “We have a 
strategy and a clean air fund.”

VOLUNTEERS are needed to 
help local care homes save the 
much loved bird - the sparrow. 

Research by the RSPB shows 
numbers of the tiny brown bird 
have dropped by 55 per cent 
since 1979. 

As a result of a rapid decline 
in numbers in recent years, the 
UK house sparrow is afforded 
the highest conservation status. 

Elderly residents at Harts 
House nursing home, in 
Woodford Green, and Gable 
Lodge residential home in 


Loughton, are creating sparrow 
friendly gardens to help reverse 
the sparrow’s decline. 

The project is being backed 
by the RSPB, who are linking 
up with care homes across the 
UK to give support and advice 
about the best ways to create 
wildlife havens for species that 
are currently in decline. 

Gabrielle Layzell, RSPB’s 
project manager: “Although 
house sparrows are still seen in 
many gardens, their numbers 
have dropped significantly. 


which we believe is because 
there is simply less wild space 
and food available in gardens. 

“We’ve already had some 
great feedback from care 
homes about their plans to 
encourage more wildlife into 
gardens.” 

Altogether, about 300 care 
homes across the UK are taking 
part in the save the sparrow 
campaign.

Economic driving 


A s CERTAIN as the sun will rise tomor¬ 
row, petrol prioes won’t ever see the 
£3 gallon again. So the eoonomy- 
minded motorist has two avenues to 
explore: seek out the most fuel-efficient cars 
and learn to drive more efficiently to save 
money and the environment. But how? 
Martin Holzhofer, the man in charge of 
General Motors European ECO model pro¬ 
gramme, offers these top practical hints to 
wallet-friendly motoring. 

Reap the benefit 

Regular routine maintenance is essential. It 
is also important to check the tyre pressure 
because low-pressure causes increased 
rolling resistance and costs more money in 
two areas - in fuel and tyre wear. 

Those who are determined to get the 
maximum fuel economy may choose to 
inflate the tyres up to one or two tenths of a 
decimal point above the specified pressure 
in bar. Another useful tip is not to carry 
unnecessary ballast around in the boot. A 
100-kilogram load can result in increased 
fuel consumption by more than five mpg in 
town driving. 

For further fuel-saving success, don’t leave 
the roof rack on when you dent need it. 

Turning off electrical accessories like air 
conditioning, rear window demister or addi¬ 
tional lights also results in fuel saving, 
because they all use some fuel in their oper¬ 
ation. 

Look ahead 

While on the move, the golden rule is to 
look well ahead and maintain steady 
speeds. Unnecessary accelerating and 
braking not only costs fuel but frayed nerves 
as well. Accelerate briskly but not aggres¬ 
sively: its better to press the accelerator 
pedal down further in a higher gear than to 
run the engine up to high revs. Shift up to 
top gear as soon as you can. Drive in fifth 



gear from around 30 mph and keep to low 
revs (between 2000 and 3000 rpm) when¬ 
ever possible. 

Switch off the engine for stops of one 
minute or longer. The engine burns fuel even 
while idling. The automatic fuel intake shut¬ 
down while coasting, while driving down a 
hill or while braking, provides another means 
of saving fuel. So dont use the accelerator 
while coasting and dont take the vehicle out 
of gear.
